Intense Buford Manhunt 
Traps Slaying Suspect 


Following one of the most intensive manhunts in the history of 
this area, a Negro listed by police as Will Anderson, 50, was captured 
last night by a posse seeking him in the slaying Saturday of a former 


Gwinnett county deputy sheriff. 

The Negro was lodged in jail 
at Gainesville for safekeeping. 

Bloodhounds from the Ben Hill 
eamp in Fulton county, as well 
as a posse of state highway pa- 
trolmen, Gwinnett county officers 
and Buford authorities and citi- 
tens had sought the Negrg. 

Details of the capture were not 
tmmediately available: 

The slayer’s victim was Vaughn 
D. Roebuck, 39, of Buford, who 
resigned two ‘weeks ago from his 
post as deputy sheriff. 

According to W. L. Brogdon, 
eity manager of Buford, Roebuck 
went with City Sheriff Joe Housch 
¢m the home of Anderson, in “Shad- 
burntown,” 
Buford. 


Housch sought to question An-| 


derson about a Negro woman who 
had been drinking. 

Brogdon said Housch told him 
that he and Roebuck knotked on 
the front door of the house and 
called to Anderson to come out 
and talk with them. The Negro 
came out, blazing away with a 16- 
gauge shotgun. 

As the withering fire struck 
Roebuck, the desperately wounded 
man fired four shots at his as- 
gailant. Then he lost conscious- 
ness. Housch, who said he was un- 
armed, took Roebuck to Downey 
hospital in Gainesville. The Ne- 
gro fled. 

The hunted man was last seen 
about five miles from Buford, on 
the Lawrenceville highway, in a 
section where no Negroes live. 

Roebuck is survived by his wife 
and three children.

If there was need 
for resistance, the council said, it 
should be united, and it promised 
that all “militants” would receive 
word from their respective organi- 
zations when the time came. The

CHIASSO, Switzerland, June 17. 
(INS)—A general strike was 
called today in Milan, Turin and 
Genoa after neo-Fascist Carlo Ba- 
sile, ex-prefect of Genoa, was sen- 
tenced to 20 years’ imprisonment.

HUNDREDS OF HOMES ARE BLACKED OUT 
AS HIGH WINDS AND RAIN HIT ATLANTA 


Several hundred homes. in the central and northern sections 


of the city were plunged into 


darkness early last night when 


a brief but violent thunderstorm raged over Atlanta. 

Georgia Power Company officials said repairmen worked 
until early this morning to restore service in at least a thousand 
homes. It was added most of the trouble came from power lines 
being blown into trees by the high winds. 

A staff of 10 telephone operators at the power company was 
busy answering calls about lights being out of service. The 
Buckhead area was one of the most severely affected by the 


storm. 


Winds reportedly hit a rate of 36 miles an hour during the 
height of the storm’s fury in Atlanta. In Acworth and Villa Rica, 


winds reportedly hit a high of 


55 miles an hour.

Blast Shatters

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 17.~

Japanese casualty figures for 


ithe first 77 days of the 79-day-old 
campaign were announced by 
Nimitz as 80,459 killed and 1,680 
captured, an increase of 12,756 
enemy killed in eight days and 
327 prisoners since the last cap- 
tives’ figure was reported on May 
30. This prisoner figure is far 
smaller than front-line reports had 
indicated. 

Maj. Gen, Lemuel C. Shepherd’s 
Sixth Marine Division, conquerors 
of Naha City and Oroku penin- 
_sula, moved into the southern Oki- 
/nawa fighting yesterday and gain- 
ed several hundred yards to a 
point south of Mezado town, near 
the southwestern coast and south 
of the First Marine Division’s 
Kunishi ridge sector. 

Military leaders estimate that 
8,000 to 12,000 Japanese remain 
on Okinawa. There is no indica- 
tion that this force can be de- 
feated easily or quickly, despite 
front-line reports which a few 
days ago said 700 Japanese had 
surrendered and a few score had 
committed hari-kiri. 

Japanese fought back fiercely 
throughout the entire southern 
Okinawa front yesterday and both 
the first Marine and 96th Infantry 
divisions encountered particularly 
heavy opposition. 

Total Japanese casualties of 82,- 

139 include a considerable num- 
\ber of Okinawan conscriptees. 
|The island garrison originally was 
estimated from 60,000 to 80,000; 
then at 85,000. Presumably, thou- 
sands of conscriptees increased 
this force. 
_ There was no details concern- 
ing Ota’s death. The fact his 
body was discovered in a cave 
was taken as an indication he 
committed hari-kiri. However, a 
flame thrower might have killed 
him. The cave in which the ad- 
miral’s body was found was part 
of a large cavern headquarters 
system on Oroku peninsula. 

Five small groups of Japanese 
aircraft attacked American forces 
in the Okinawa area Saturday, 
sinking one light fleet unit—(a 
destroyer or smaller), Nimitz re- 
ported. Three enemy planes were 
shot down. 

This was the first damage suf- 
fered by Japanese aerial action in 
the Okinawa area in a week or 
more. During most of that time, 
the enemy did not venture forth 
in bad weather. However, the 
Japanese sent no attackers into the 
central Ryukyus either Wednesday 
or Thursday, despite clearing 
weather, and on Friday. they failed 
to reach American shipping, a! 
though some planes were shot 
idown.

Hurl Back 
Thrusts 


BRUNEI BAY, Borneo, Mon- 
day, June 18.—(UP)—Japanese 
troops, fearful of new Allied 
landings on the Borneo coast. 
today were destroying the oil 
fields at Seria, richest in the 
British Empire, burning and 
dynamiting the wells which pro- 
duce more than 700,000 tons of 
oil annually.

Heavy fire bomb strikes by 
approximately 450 American Su- 
perfortresses on four of Japan's 
secondary industrial areas were 
announced by the B-29 command 
today. 

Gen. MacArthur, announcing 
important American gains in the 
Philippines, disclosed that the Nip- 
ponese have lost 402,363 fighting 
men in that archipelago since 
U. S. forces reinvaded the islands. 

Radio Tokyo said Allied war- 
ships bombarded the Balikpapan 
area on Borneo’s southeast coast, 
but Gen. MacArthur reported only 
aerial strikes in that sector. He 
said naval units did hit Borneo’s 
west coast in the oil-rich region 
immediately south of the area 
through whicr veteran Australian 
troops are advancing. 


CHINESE GAIN 25 MILES 


Heavy fighting raged on numer- 
ous fronts in China. Chinese col- 
umns were smashing toward Liue- 
chow, former American air base 
and key railroad center. One col-_ 
umn smashed up to 25 miles on 
the west of the big base, accord- 
ing to the Chinese high command. 

U. S. 37th Division doughboys 
in the Philippines pushed deeper 
into the Cagayan valley of north- 
wes. Luzon. The Americans 
reached Cagayan town and fanned 
out on the valley’s road nets. 


Gen. MacArthur listed 9,210

as well as 1,037 prisoners taken, 
American losses in the same peri- 
od were 103 killed, two missing 
ani 522 wounded. 

American fliers from Philippine 
bases rained fire and demolition 


bombs on Formosa, blasted ship- 
ping along the China coast and hit 
Shanghai factory areas. 

Four of Japan’s secondary in- 
dustrial centers were the targets 
of night-flying Superfortresses 
from the Marianas. About 450 of 
the sky giants spilled fire bombs 
on Kagoshima and Omuta, Kyu- 
shu island, and on Hamamatsu and 
Yokkaichi, on the Nippon main is- 
land of Honshu. 


SECONDARY TARGETS 


With much of Tokyo and other 
large industrial centers of the Jap- 
anese homeland already in ruins, 
the B-29 command apparently has 
decided to go after secondary cit- 
ies with hundreds of small shop 
war industries. 

Under the Superfort bombsights 
in their latest strike were a coal 
shipping and chemical center, syn- 
thetic oil refineries, machine fac- 
tories, repair shops, steel and air- 
craft parts plants. 

In Washington, the Superfor- 
tress command was planning new 
aerial blows against Japan. The 
20th Air Force headquarters dis- 
closed that Maj. Gen. Curtis E. 
Le May, chief of the B-29s in the 
western Pacific, had arrived in the 
capital for conferences at Ajir 
Force headquarters. He flew in 
from Guam with some members 
of his staff. 


LIUCHOW BATTLE RAGES 


In China there was no letup 
in the swaying battle for Liuchow, 
former U, S. air base and railroad 
hub. These Chinese forces were 
from 17 to 24 mile’ from Liw- 
chow while another column was 
32 miles northwest. 

Two Japanese countersmashes 
from Liuchow were belatedly re- 
ported by the command. 
One was aimed southwest and the 
other southeast. The drives, the 
Chinese said, were thrown back 
with heavy losses. 

The Chungking command did 
not mention the Wenchow sector, 
on the east coast. Apparently 
heavy fighting raged on the ap- 
proaches to the port city. 

A Chinese communique acknow!- 
edged that the Japanese captured 
two towns in southwest Kiangsi 
province. In that area the Japa- 
nese are trying to strengthen their 
anti-invasion positions in south 
China. 

END IN 18 MONTHS? 

American planes, flying in sup- 
port of the Chinese, hit Japanese 
communications from the Yellow 
river to the Indo-China border. 

Radio Tokyo warned the Japa- 
nese people that they can ‘expect 
a great aerial offensive against the 
empire and an early invasion of 
the homeland or China when Oki- 
nawa is lost. Appealing to every 
Japanese to become a suicide fight- 
er, Tokyo said new American in- 
vasion operations appear immi- 
nent. 

At Sydney. Australia’s acting 
prime mimster, J. B. Chifley, 
opined that the mounting tempo 
of the drive against Japan may 
end the .Pacific war in less than 
18 months.

Permitting Tariff Cuts 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—(4)—The administration claimed today 
to have the votes to pass the reciprocal trade extensicn bii] with 
broadened power for the President to cui tafiff rates. The difficulty 
lies in keeping the votes on the floor. 


The schedule is to*call the roll 
Monday on restoration of author- 
ity—approved by the house but 
deleted by the senate Finance 
Committee—for the President to 
reduce selected import duties by 
another 50 per cent. Present law 
gives him the right to cut 50 per 
cent below the 1930 Smoot-Haw- 
ley schedules.

A soldier who was Gen MacArthur’s fiscal officer from the be- 
ginning of the war and who burned $35,000,000 in Philippine pesos The proposal of the viceroy of In 
to keep that sum from falling into Japanese hands has reported for 


retirement to Fort McPherson. 

He is Col. Royal Jenks, a na 
tive of New Orleans, who in a 
few days will be retired after 28 
years of service. He is stopping 
at the Piedmont hotel with his 
wife, who has been staying with 
relatives in Columbus while her 
husband has been in the Pacific. 

Col. Jenks ieft Corregidor by 
submarine on May 3, 1942, three 
days before Gen. Wainwright sur- 
rendered the great fortress in Ma- 
nila bay to the Japs. He was 
one of the last ordered to leave 
the bomb-riven Rock, and spoke 
feelingly of the officers and men 
he had left behind there. 
“AMONG THE BEST” 

“Those officers, men like Gen. 
Edward P. King, of Atlanta, Wain- 
wright, Brougher and others were 
among the most experienced in 
the Army,” he said. “Surely they 
Would be among the leaders now 
if they hadn’t been taken prisoner 
in the early days of the war.” 

He spoke affectionately of Gen. 
MacArthur. 

“He is one of the greatest sol- 
diers in the world, and the Army’s 
greatest tactician. I particularly 
like him for the way he conserves 
men.’ 

At the outbreak of the war, Col. 
Jenks was the War Department’s 
finance officer in the Philippines. 
MacArthur was then genera] of 
the Philippine armies. When he 
was made commander of Ameri- 
can ground forces in the Pacific, 
Col. Jenks was assigned to his 
staff as fisca) officer.

Willkie campaigned openly for re- 
ciprocal trade agreements and even careful 
Alf ‘Landon assailed the Smoot-Hawley 
tariff bills which were previously in effect. 


Moreover, the Republican press has al- 
most unanimously demanded the GOP

“',..As asymbol of this country’s sin- 
cerity in promoting international co-opera- 
tion its passage is of first importance .. .” 
declared the staunchly Republican New 
York Herald Tribune, adding, “The Presi- 
dent should have the extra latitude to 
make the renewal of the act effective.” 


Senate Republicans, in short, are on the 
spot.

‘The Lord Spoke 
Unto Moses, Saying-- 


This fellow telephoned and said that I was 
unchristian to be urging universal military. serv- 
it ice because the Bible was against it and I couldn’t 
justify it by Holy Writ. 

He hung up without waiting for an answer. What I was going 
to say was, “On the contrary, my dear man, it will be easy and a 
pleasure.” 

The first known registration for military service was by the 
ancient Israelites. That is a matter of history. The first registra- 
tion mentioned in Holy Writ is in Exodus and obviously was tor 
the primary purpose of collecting a poll tax, although the military 
and tax “numbering” usually was simultaneous. You'll find it in 
Exodus 30:11-16: 

“And the Lord spake unto Moses, saying, when thou takest the 
sum of the children of Israel aiter their number, then shall they give 
every man a ransom for his soul unto the Lord, when thou number- 
est them ... this shall they give, every one that passeth, half a 
shekel after the shekel of the sanctuary; an half a shekel shall 
be the offering of the Lord ... everyone ... from 20 years old 
and above, shall give... .” 

The military age in Israel began at 20. 

Later, in the Fourth Book of Moses, called Numbers, there is a 
definite description of the selective service boards of that day at 
work. Numbers 1:2-4: 


“Take ye the sum of all the congregation of Israel, after their, 


families, by the house of their fathers, with the number of their 
names, every male by their polls; from 20 years old and upward, 
all that are able to go forth to war in Israel; thou and Aaron shall 
number them by their armies. And with you there shall be a man 
of every tribe; every one head of the house of his fathers. .. .” 


. It goes on to report that 603,550 were “selected” 
Exemptions or “numbered.” The tribe of Levi, which pro- 
vided the priests and others charged with religious functions, were 
exempted, just as ministers are today. 

In Deuteronomy it is set forth just what the exemptions were. 
They were, | must say, much lighter than those of today, although 
the reporter may have been hurrying when he wrote his story. Still, 
this may have been early in their selective service system. As an 
old board member, I recall] that before we got into the war it was 
possible to be excused for reasons almost identical with those re- 
ported in Deuteronomy 20:5-8: 

“What man is there that hath built a new house, and hath not 
dedicated it? Let him go and return to his house, lest he die in 
the battle, and another man dedicate it. And what man is he 
that hath planted a vineyard and hath not yet eaten of it? Let him 
also go and return unto his house, Jest he die in battle, and another 
man eat of it. And what man is there that hath betrothed a wife, 
and hath not taken her? Let him go and return unto his house, 
lest he die in battle and another man take her. ... What man is 
there that is fearful and faint-hearted? Let him go and return 
unto his house, lest his brethren’s heart faint as well as his heart.” 

Newly married men were exempted from conscription for a pe- 
riod of one year. Deuteronomy 24:5 reports: “When a man hath 
taken a new wife, he shall not go out to war, neither shall he be 
charged with any business (of war); but he shall be free at home 
one year, and shall cheer up his wife which he hath taken.”

Planes One Obvious Error 


Foiling the Jap Suicide 


Vice Adm. Marc Mitscher, recently in 
command of the carrier task forces at Oki- 
nawa, in an interview at Washington the 
other day, voiced complete confidence that 
the Japanese “suicide” air tactics will soon 
have been reduced, in effectiveness, to 
nothing more than a “nuisance value.” 


Adm. Mitscher thus confirms éarlier 
opinion expressed by Adm. Halsey that 
measures to curb the new attacks are 
proving effective. 


The entire history of war proves the 
axiom that for every new weapon of at- 
tack a method of defense is devised. 


It would be dangerous to discount the - 


successes achieved by the Japanese 
through these suicide tactics. Undoubtedly 
our naval commanders have not been 
guilty of this error. All reports show they 
have sunk some of our vessels, though 
they have not yet succeeded in destroying 
a major naval unit such as a battleship or 
heavy cruiser. They have damaged many 
more. 


Adm. Mitscher, however, estimates that 
oniy 1 per cent of the suicide bombers 
actually get through Navy air defenses for 


ae 


a 


successful attack, while only 10 per cent 
even penetrate those defenses. While he 
gave no figures on the percentage of ene- 
my planes destroyed among those which 
did not break through, that percentage 
must be high. If, as some reports state, 
the suicide planes carry only sufficient 
gasoline for the one-way trip, with none 
allowed for return. to base, the rate of 
loss must be approximately 100 per cent. 


No air force can long sustain losses of 
more than 10 per cent, let alone 100 per 
cent. It was conclusively demonstrated in 
Europe that sustained attack is impossible 
where losses are as high as 10 per cent. 


Early in the war against Germany it 
was proyen that, against any type of con- 
centrated defense, Stuka dive bombers 
were not effective. The suicide planes are, 
in effect, dive bombers which do not come 
out of their dives. 


By the time we have completed the 
conquest of Okinawa—which, incidentally, 
has not been halted by the suicide plane 
attacks—and are ready for the next major 
operation, this new weapon, or tactical use 
of an old weapon, will have been ren- 
dered practically innocuous.

The April-May issue of that most excellent 
publication, “The Atlantian,’ came to my desk 
last week. Of course you know this is the maga- 

zine written, edited, printed and published by the inmates of the 
U. S. penitentiary here. There are few more interesting magazines 
anywhere. 

In reading the new issue—I always read ‘em pretty fully— 
I came across three pages of “news” items and comment purportedly 
taken from the press files of 1955.

W ASHINGTON—Republicans are building up 

a poor record for themselves in their attacks on 

: the pending bill to extend the life of the Price 
Control Act for another year. 

It was a combination of all but solid Republican votes, plus a 
handful of Democrats, that put over the Wherry amendment in 
the senate—an amendment which economists say will boost food 
prices by two billion dollars a year and demoralize OPA control 
measures. Only two Republicans voted. against the spurious 
amendment. 

On the house side of congress, Republicans are sponsoring a 
movement to limit the extension of OPA to six months. 

In other words, they would remove all price controls as of the 
end of the current year, regardless of whether the war in the Pa- 
cific is still going on and despite the outlook for continued short- 
ages in many lines for some time to come. 

People who have accumulated a modest amount of savings 
during the prosperous times of the past few years have a right to 
examine what this Republican policy would mean to them. If we 
wipe out all price controls before the country returns to something 
approaching normal conditions, we wipe out also all values as they 
are known today. 

The things we eat and wear would be certain to double in price, 
even treble in many cases, while rents and services would sky- 
rocket in much the same manner. That, in turn, would give rise 
to demands for general wage increases, which would be the be- 
ginning of the deadly inflation spiral. 


: There is no assurance that the conditions 
Need To Continue which necessitate present OPA control 
methods will be removed in a year or two years from now, with 
or without the end of the Pacific war in the meantime. Some 
thoughtful men who have given careful study to the situation think 
that it may be 1950 before we can abandon all price control 
measures. 

The world has been left in such a desperate condition by the 
ravages of more than five years of war that it may take us some 
time to catch up with normal production. As the only major coun- 
try left in the world with its production machinery intact, the de 
mands on us for supplying the rest of the world will be great. 

In addition, our own domestic demands are whetted by three 
and a half years of war production. 

Thus we may expect to find not only the American people, flush 
with their war savings, but the people of Europe bidding for our 
products in the years immediately ahead. Unless price controls and 
rationing are maintained the cost of goods and services will go out 
of bounds. The more than 120 billion dollars in excess savings 
which have been accumulated by the American peple since 1940 
could be wiped out in a single year, 

That represents the cold logic behind the OPA. 

And yet, preposterous as it seems, Republican leaders in con 
gress are actually proposing that a six months’ limit be set on any 
extension of the price control act. 

Of course there isn’t the slightest danger of any such wild 
scheme being enacted. Fortunately there are enough sober-minded 
men in congress to defeat the proposal, and even if it happened to 
sneak through on a phony vote, as the Wherry amendment did in 
the senate the other day, the country can rely on President Truman 


to veto the measure. 

: But that is not exactly the point. The thing 
Shortsighted of it is that the Republicans could be so short- 
sighted as to seriously project such a scheme. Perhaps they are 
doing it only for political effect, hoping to appease some of the 
profiteers and gougers who are bent on making every dollar 
out of the war that is possible.

“There are 3,500,000 families of men in uniform in this country.” 
he told the senate during debate on the OPA bill. “An Army wife 
with two children gets $100 a month as an allotment. 

“The opponents of price control don’t say to a soldier's children, 
‘You get more food’; instead, they say to Cudahy, Wilson, Armeur 
and all the big packers, ‘You get more profits.’ ” 

That epitomizes the position the Republicans are placing them- 
selves in by their tactics. In sniping at the OPA they are sniping 
at everybody's pocketbook. If they are smart, the Democrats. will 
not let the country forget this.

HOME FROM WAR 
Negro Troops 
Arrive Here 


From Pacific 


Colored veterans of the 24th In- 
fantry Division who spent half a 
year swapping bullets with the 
Japanese defenders on Saipan 
have been returned to the Army’s 
Reception Station at Fort McPher- 
son, and most of the men have 
enough points for discharge. 
Whether or not they will be sent 
to the Separation Center for point- 
system release was hot known im- 
mediately. Up to now they are 
considered “returnees.” 

With few exceptions, these men 
experienced at least one too-close- 
for-comfort scrape with the Japa- 
nese. They told about them as 
they stood in and around Theater 
2 awaiting the next step in proc: 
essing. They still wore their o. d. 
uniforms, and they were “sweat: 
ing it out” in more ways than one. 
They have been back in the States 
now for two weeks, but they had 
just arrived at the Fort McPher- 
son Personnel Center. 

Pfc. Chester C. Carr, of a Peach- 
tree road, address, first machine 
gunner, helped to guard a cave 
for three weeks before the 35 
Japs decided to do something. 
Then they came tearing out one 
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by one and made a bee-line for 
the ocean. Those who weren't 
shot were drowned. 


QUITE A CHRISTMAS 


“We were on the other end of 
the horn Christmas night. Jap 
bombers gave us a terrific past- 
ing from 6 p. m. until 2 a. m. 
One bomb dropped about 40 yards 
from the tent I was in. It kinda 
shook me up.” 

Pfc. Nathaniel Johnson, of Cross 
City, Fla., was quick to agree with 
Carr about that Christmas night 
raid. 

“One_ hit bout 90 yards from 
me,” he said. “Of course, that 
was just one raid. While we were 
on Munda, the Japs gave it to 
us for a solid month—32 consecu- 
tive days and nights of bombing 
raids. 

“We went on a patrol just about 
every 24 hours on Saipan,” he con- 
tinued. “We just slept whenever 
we had the chance. Those patrol 
jobs were really tough, You never 
knew what you were going to run 
into.” 

“T’ll tell you what we ran into 
on one patrol,” said Cpl. Abe Mur- 
phey, of 223 Hartwin street: A 
group of us were walking up a 
hill. On the other side at the 
same time was a group of Japs. 
We met each other face to face 
right at the crest of the hill. The 


Japs ran for cover, and we open- 
ed up on them, I think I got three 
of them with my M-1l.” 

“MESS” FOR JAPS 

S. Sgt. Jessie J. Howard, of 382 
East avenue, was a fighting mess 
sergeant. On one patrol, or 
“sweeps” as the men call them, 
his detail was pinned down by 
machinegun fire for an hour and 
a half. The men hugged the 
ground until another company 
came up to relieve them. 

“That was my closest call. I 
was beginning to wonder if I 
would ever see Georgia again. 
Well, here I am.” 

“We were pinned down once, 
too,” said S, Sgt. Edward Rich- 
ardson, Route 3, Miami, Fla. “I 
was squad leader, and the squad 
ran into heavy machinegun fire 
in a draw on the side of Mount 
Topachau. That’s one of the worst 
feelings I believe I’ve ever had.” 

“We were beginning to get 
kinda worried about you fellows 
back at the command base,” T. 
Sgt. Charlie W. Davidson, La 
Grange, Ga., who was the platoon 
sergeant. 

WILLIE GETS A COUPLE 

Pfc. Willie Brown, of 603 Car- 
ler street, was an assistant ma- 
chinegunner, but he knocked off 


a couple of Japs with a carbine 
when they popped up out of no- 


where as he was going to deliver 
a message to one of the units up 
at the front line. 

Pfc. Robert Mitchell, of 457 
Hunter street, drove a truck on 
Bougainville, ‘Tinian and Saipan. 
Once at Bougainville he was 


strafed by Nip planes while driv- 


ing a truckload of ammunition 
along a beach. 

“Where did you take cover?” 

“Under the truck.” 

“Wasn’t that sort of a danger- 
ous place to take cover?” 

“It was the only thing to hide 
behind, so I hid behind it.” 

Pfc. Willie Perkins, of 210 South 
Union street, Montgomery, Ala., 
was a machinegunner. 

“My closest call came when a 
Jap tossed a grenade right into 
the midst of about six of us. 1 
wasn’t hurt—in fact none of us 
were. But that was just too close 
for comfort.” 

S. Sgt. Chester Ragland, of 577 
Jessamine avenue, Memphis, 
Tenn., was a medical supply ser- 
geant. 


HUG THE DIRT 

“I was pinned down, too. All 
of -us were at one time or another. 
I was driving a jeep full of med- 
ical supplies and wounded men 
when a Jap machinegun let us 
have it about 150 yards away. Be- 
lieve it or not, that one gun kept 
us hugging the dirt for four long 
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hours before night fell and we 
had a chance to get out of there.” 


Pfc. Eddie Hodge, of Haines 
City, Fla., made the strangest 
statement of all when he said “Sai- 
pan was a holiday for me after 
serving on Tulagi. I was in the 
midst of the fighting there, but 
when I got to Saipan, all I did was 
direct the athletic activities of spe- 
cial services.”

GERMANS 


Hope for De-Nazifying People 
Raised by New OWI Booklet 


By STERLING F. GREEN. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—(®) 
The OWI has assembled evidence 
that it may be possible to de-Nazify 
the thinking of the average Ger- 
man. 

An opinion survey conducted by 
the Office of War Information 
among German war prisoners 


showed that a factual account of | 


concentration camp atrocities no- 
ticeably affected the Germans’ 
views of war guilt, anti-Semitism 
and other subjects not directly re- 
lated to the atrocities. 

Belief that Germany was re 
sponsible for the war was “sharply 
higher,” OW1 officials said, among 
prisoners familiar with conditions 


in the Nazi concentration camps 


than among others. 

The picture-booklet “K-Z,” pub- 
lished by OWI and-now being dis- 
tributed among the German peo- 
ple by SHAEF. was the basis for 
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| who read 


the test. It presents objectively 
the horrors of Buchenwald, Belsen 
and other camps. 


The book was given to one 
group of 127 German prisoners in 
Europe. Another carefully match- 
ed group of 127 was selected so 
that every man in the first group 
had a counterpart in the second 
as to age, occupation and educa- 
tion. The second group was not 
shown the booklet. Both groups 
later were given identical ques- 
tionnaires, 


had not seen the booklet admitted 
that Germany was more to blame 
than Britain or America for start 
ing the war, but 68 per cent of 
those who had read it gave Ger. 
many the major share of blame. 

The belief that Germany was 
more responsible than Russia was 
expressed by 50 per cent of those 
who had read “K-Z,” 32 per cent 
of those who had not. 

Fifty-seven per cent of those 
it said that German 
treatment of the Jews was un- 
j.stified; only 35 per cent of the 
others believed so. 

Surprisingly, OWI found a ready 
sale for “K-Z” to German civilians 
at 50 pfennig- (about 12 cents) a 
copy when test sales were made 
ir. various cities. At Kaiserlau- 
tern 2,000 copies were sold in less 
than an hour; in Heidelberg one 
bookshop sold 800 copies in an 
aiternoon. OWI has determined 
not to give away “K-Z.” 

The lack of sales resistance in 
the early, limited printings was so 
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Only 49 per cent of those who | 


pronounced that SHAEF’s psycho- 
logical warfare division has or- 
dered another 500,000 copies. 


One question in the prisoner 
survey, inserted to test whether 
the atrocity facts as presented by 
Allied sources were believed, 
showed this result: 77 per cent of 
the Germans said they believed 
“K-Z” represented the actual situ- 
ation in the concentration camps;

OWlI described its opinion test 
as a ‘small pilot survey among 
carefully selected groups,” and 
said a much fuller survey will be 
undertaken shortly. In it the agen- 
cy will try to ascertain whether 
the attitudes induced ii Germans 
by the atrocity evidence tend to 
veer off in favor of the old Nazi 
ideology. Efforts will be made 
also to determine the extent to 
which fear of mistreatm-nt might 
have influenced the answers.

May Be Safe 
Within Week 


MANILA, June 17.—(#)—The 
odyssey of the three persons who 
survived the crash of an Army 
transport in New Guinea’s Shang- 
ri-La may come to an end within 
another week. 


This was indicated by Col. FE. T. 
Imparato, of San Antonio, Texas, 
chief ofthe 374th Troop Carrier 
Command, who dispatched a res- 
cue plane to New Guinea on the 
basis of latest information that the 
survivors probably were hiking to- 
ward the floor of the valley where 
they can board a glider which can 
be picked up by a towing plane. 

The survivors are a WAC cor- 
poral, Margaret Hastings, of 
Owego, N. Y.; Lt. John B. McCol- 
lom, of Trenton, Mo., and Sgt. 
Kenneth W. Decker, of Kelso, 
Washington. 


There has been no definite con- | 


firmation that the long trek to 
the valley actually has started. 
Ralph Morton, of the Associated 
Press, in a story dated June 14, 
reported severe weather which 
prevented the dropping of supplies 
that day and which he thought 
might postpone the overland trip 
a day or two. 

Imparato’s last information was 
that the trip would begin June 15 
and since then he has had no re- 
port to the contrary. 


“Tt will take about a week to 
get the survivors out of the val- 
ley,” Imparato said, “assuming 
there is no prolonged delay in 
their reaching the site of a glider 
landing strip.” 

A transport plane from Impa- 
rato’s command will practice snak- 
ing a glider off the Hollandia air- 
field before undertaking the tricky 
assignment of picking up a similar 
craft from the floor of the valley.

If you don’t, your insurance 
life is going to get awful miser- 
able. The V. A. is hard pressed 
and, if you don’t identify yourself 
thoroughly, things are going to get 
balled up. 


Any of us who are drawing dis- 
ability pension, retirement pay, or 
any pension from the V. A. can 
arrange for premium deductions 
from that pay. Write the Vet- 
erans’ Administration in Washing- 
ton for a V. A. Form 887. 


Something like 95 per cent of 
the men in the _ service bought 
term insurance. The average in- 
surance per life was $9,200. That’s 
a whale of a lot of insurance 
a bunch of Americans. When the 
time comes for each man to con- 
vert to a permanent policy there 
undoubtedly will have to be many 
reductions in amounts carried. 


That’s because the average guy 
just can’t afford to carry as large 
an amount of insurance as he had 
on a term basis. He wil] have to 
pay higher premiums for a per- 
manent policy while he’s likely to 
be taking on greater financial bur- 
dens in civilian life. 


I’m told the average private life 
insurance company . policy is 
around $2,000. So, when an aver- 
age ex-Joe is carrying an $8,000 or 
a $10,000 policy, he may really be 
overinsured in proportion to his 
income. Consequently, if you fig- 
ure you can’t afford to convert to 
a permanent policy and still carry 
that $10,000 coverage you bought, 
then why not make it $7,500 or 
$5,000? That’s Q. K. It’s normal. 
No one wants you to get so in- 
volved in insurance premiums that 
you'll collapse from worry about 
where the dough. is to come from. 


But when you convert, hang on 
to as much coverage as you can, 
because you can’t buy insurance as 
inexpensively anywhere that I 
ever heard of. Why, even the na- 
tion’s largest private insurance 
companies have been running big 
ads in newspapers to stress the 
advantages of National Service 
Life Insurance for veterans and to 
urge that veterans not allow their 
insurance to lapse. 


The reason government insur- 
ance is less costly to you is that 
certain expenses are not charged 
against an insurance fund set up 
purely in the interest of policy- 
holders and beneficiaries. These 
expenses, particularly all oper- 
ation or administrative expenses, 
are paid by the government. Nat- 
urally, the premium rates are low- 
er than charged by private life 
insurance companies, And every- 
one know there is an extra death- 
hazard in war.

ARSENIC 

Some members of our garden 
club use the term “arsenic of 
lead” and insist that is correct. 
I believe it is arsenate of lead, 
which is so much used to destroy 
pests on plants. (MRS. P. C.) 

Answer—yYou are right. Lead 
arsenate is the name of the in- 
secticide. Chronic arsenic poison: 
ing may occur from ingestion ot 
residues of the spray left on green 
leafy vegetables and fruits. Ordi- 
nary washing does not certainly 
remove such residues. Rinsing in 
dilute hydrochloric acid (muriatic 
acid) solution in water removes 
the traces of arsenic, if any. Such 
a solution is prepared by diluting 
a pint or pound of standard me- 
dicinal dilute hydrochloric acid 
(10%) with a gallon of water. 
Rinsing in running water removes 
all of the hydrochloric acid.

CANNED CREAM 
WHIPS IF 
WELL CHILLED 


Can Milk Again Available; 
Whips tor Summer Desserts 


By SALLY 


Summer time is frozen dessert 
time and since most frozen des- 


serts include whipped cream and 
sugar it might be helpful to review 
methods of whipping such cream 
as is available and to give some 
Sugar-saving suggestions. Canned 
cream whips easily if it is suffici- 
ently chilled, and it is once again 
on the grocer’s shelf. 


TO WHIP CANNED MILK 


The real secret of whipping 
evaporated canned milk is thor- 
ough chilling. The milk can be 
chilled quickly by packing the un- 
opened can in ice and salt, or by 
pouring the milk into a bowl set- 
ting in cracked ice and salt. Never 
dilute milk to be whipped. If you 
have an automatic refrigerator the 
simplest method of chilling is to 
pour the milk into a freezing tray 
and let it chill unti] fine ice crys- 
tals begin to form around the 
edges. Or place the unopened can 
in one of the freezing . compart- 
ments until it is thoroughly cold, 
When milk is cold pour it into a 
cold bow] and whip rapidly with a 
cold beater. Speed is as important 
for whipping milk as it is for 
whipping fresh cream or egg 
whites. If milk fails to whip it 
So chill 
again and rewhip for it will not 
turn to butter no matter how long 
it is whipped nor how many times 
When whipped, 
evaporated milk increases in vol-

To add gelatin: Soak one-half 
teaspoon unflavored gelatin in two' 


SAVER 

teaspoons cold water, dissolve in 
scalded milk, when making a cus- 
tard base, or dissolve over hot 
water, cool and add to the milk 
before whipping it. One-half tea- 
spoon gelatin is sufficient for one 
tall can evaporated milk. Now for 
some sugar-saving hot weather 
desserts: 

PEPPERMINT-STICK 

ICE CREAM 

1-2 teaspoon plain gelatin 

1-2 teaspoon cold water 

1 tall can evaporated milk 

1-4 pound peppermint stick candy 

Few drops red food coloring (if 
desired), 

Soak gelatin in cold water. Scald 
11-4 cups milk, add gelatin and 
stir to dissolve. Chill, Dilute re- 
maining milk to make two-thirds 
of a cupful. Place it and the 
crushed candy in top of double 
boiler. Beat to dissolve, Chill. 
Whip chilled milk, and fold in the 
peppermint mixture. If too pale 
in color, add a few drops of food 
coloring, a drop at a time to tint 
a delicate pink. Freeze at coldest 
temperature, beat smooth once 
while freezing if using a mechani- 
cal refrigerator. 

FROZEN VANILLA CUSTARD 

1 egg 

1-2 cup white corn syrup 

1-2 teaspoon vanilla 

2-3 cup evaporated milk 

Beat egg with syrup and salt, 
then add vanilla. Whip chilled 
milk until very stiff. Fold in egg 
mixture. Pour into freezing tray 
and freeze. 

FROZEN LEMON CUSTARD 

Follow directions for making 
vanilla custard, omit vanilla and 
add three tablespoons lemon juice 
and one-half teaspoon grated lem- 
on rind to the whipped milk be- 
fore folding in egg mixture.

CASE G-201: Drew S., aged 27, 
is a theological] student at Garrett 
Biblical Institute, where I recent- 
ly gave an address. 

“During the past few weeks I 
have filled a pulpit on Sunday in 
a small town in Illinois,” he in- 
formed me after my lecture. “The 
local pastor has been ill. 

“When the church first sought a 
substitute, however, they request- 
ed a student from Moody Bible 
Institute, instead of from Garrett, 
but our district superintendent 
peso I could handle the ser- 
mons to satisfy them.” 

The question might rise in our 
minds as to why the preference 
for a Moody student instead of a 
Garrett student, so I asked Drew 
about it. 


EMASCULATED RELIGION 

“I think the reason lies in the 
fact that too many of our semi- 
nary students split hairs on Bible 
interpretation,” he replied, ‘or 
try to be too modern. Their 
sermons are heavy and dry. 

“These people wanted old-fash- 
ioned religion with emphasis on 
the clear-cut moral issues. They 
desired religion with emotion and 
vigor. 

“They didn’t crave higher criti- 
cism or an ultra intellectual ap- 
proach. They didn’t like the “es- 
say” type of sermon, but prefer 
a gripping message that makes 
them wish to go forth with mis- 
sionary fervor. 

“Knowing .heir viewpoint, which 
is largely my own, I guess I sat- 
isfied them for they have petition- 


ed to have me as a permanent’ 


pastor, now that their minister is 
retiring because of ill health.” 
One reason why Christ came to 


———— 


earth was to put a heart into the 
sterile ethical skeleton that then 
masqueraded as religion. 


Emphasis had turned to quib- 
bling over commas and arguments 
as to whether a sin required a 
sacrifice of two doves or a lamb. 
They thus indulged in sophistry 
about “big sins” versus “little 
sins” and became so enamoured 
of the “form” that they overlook- 
ed the “substance.” 


That tends to be the rule, any- | 


way, in all religions that grow old, 
wealthy and too much concerned 
with maintaining an entrenched 
organization or husbanding real 
estate. 

Jesus tore through this ritual- 
istic sophistry and got down to the 
heart hungers of mankind. He 
gave them a masculine type of 
religion, instead of the petty, old 
maidish sort where fat old priests 
became such slaves of ritual, they 
damned him for eating with un- 
washed hands. 


FED PEOPLE’S MIND 


He fed people’s. minds and or- 
ganized a church picnic to feed 
their bellies. He never quibbled 
over doves and pigeons, lambs or 
bullocks as sacrifices. Repentance 
and a clear heart were more im- 
portant than white thands and 
burnt sacrifices, he said, as he 
further shocked the ritualists. 

America and our returning sol- 
diers, offer a challenge to semi- 
naries to get wise to reality and 
spend a little more time applying 
Christ’s formulis for public speak- 
ing and acting, than in excessive 
study of Greek or Hebrew. 

Young clergymen should learn 
how to be zestful, virile preach- 
ers who can hold the interest of 
young and old. They need ad- 
vice on how to promote more 
marriages, a. by a scientific dat- 
ing bureau, 

The churches should conduct 
employment agencies to place 
church members in jobs available 
elsewhere by church members who 
are employers.
